Will  Be  Given;  Shakespeare 
Readings  to  Continue. 


The  Committee  on  Assemblies  and 
Entertainment  have  attempted  to 
build  for  the  summer  term,  1942,  a 
program  of  informative,  inspiration¬ 
al,  and  entertaining  material  which 
Will  complement  the  regular  work 
of  the  class  room,  and  at  the  same 
time  will  provide  a  means  of  re¬ 
laxation  and  refreshment  without 
taxing  in  any  way  the  effort  of  the 
summer  school. 

Two  major  entertainments  have 
been  provided.  On  Wednesday, 
June  24,  at  8:20  o’clock  the  Weicher, 
Powers,  Reuter  Trio  will  present  a 
concert  of  unusual  interest.  The 
three  members  of  the  trio  are  all 
first  chair  men  of  the  Chicago 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  their 
concert  tour  has  evoked  enthusiasm 
everywhere. 

(Monday,  July  27,  the  second  major 
entertainment  of  the  summer  will 
be  a  lecture-recital  by  John  Charles  [ 
Gilbert,  former  professor  of  Eng¬ 
lish  'Literature  at  Northwestern 
University.  Mi-.  Gilbert  sang  the 
coveted  role  of  Franz  Schubert  in 
‘‘Blossom  Time”  as  well  as  the  leads 
in  "The  Student  Prince”,  “May- 
time",  and  “The  Chocolate  Sol¬ 
dier.”  'His  lecture-recital  will  be  on 
“The  Mirth  and  Melody  of  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan.” 

The  summer  program  will  include 
a  continuation  of  the  Shakespeare 
readings  which  have  evoked  such 
interest  in  the  past  two  seasons,  i 
The  choice  of  plays  in  1942  includes  I 
“The  Taming  of  the  Shrew”,  | 
“Henry  IV,  Part  I”,  “Love’s  Labors 
Lost”,  “Hamlet",  and  “The  Tem¬ 
pest." 

.  Five  popular  lectures  in  the  field 
of  modern  scientific  interest  will . 
be  presented:  “Petroleum  and  Na¬ 
tional  'Defense",  "The  Physical 
Basis  of  Music”,  "The  Integration 
of  Physics”,  and  two  lectures  in 
the  field  of  aeronautical  navigation, 
“From  Here  to  There  and  Back”, 
and  “An  Ancient  Science  in  Modern 
Dress.” 

Interest  In  our  southern  neighbors 
accounts  for  the  present  choice  of 
four  lectures,  illustrated  by  moving 
pictures  on  Central  and  South 
America:  “From  Piracy  to  Hemi¬ 
sphere  Defense”,  “The  Colossal 
Andes  and  Their  Coast  Lands”, 
“Our  Difficult  Neighbor  Six  Thou¬ 
sand  Miles  Away:  Argentina”,  and 
“Brazil,  A  Land  of  Contradic¬ 
tions.” 

Four  music  recitals  by  members 
bf  the  faculty  of  the  Conservatory 
of  Music,  a  dance  recital  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  faculty  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  Physical  Education,  and 
two  music  films  complete  the  sched¬ 
ule  of  afternoon  programs  which 
has  been  arranged. 

Among  the  programs  for  the 
weekly  assemblies  will  be  included 
an  address  by  President  Lamkin,  a 
dramatic  presentation  by  the  Cof¬ 
fer-Miller  Players,  and  an  address 
by  Dr.  Aline  Chalufour,  distinguish¬ 
ed  member  of  the  Paris  bar,  who 
has  been  associated  In  the  work  of 
the  World  Court  with  Manley  Hud¬ 
son,  and  with  the  discussion  group 
on  International  Relations  headed 
by  the  well-known  Spanish  analyst 
and  critic,  Madariago. 


Though  full  details  of  the  sum¬ 
mer  program  for  Civilian  Pilot 
Training  here  at  the  College  has 
not  yet  been  announced,  it  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  eligibility  requirements 
will  be  about  the  same  as  for  the 
Air  Corps  and  that  the  summer 
CPT  program  will  be  closely  tied  in 
with  the  Army  and  Navy  Air  Corps, 

From  a  letter  sent  out  from  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Administration 
under  date  of  May  9,  it  appears 
tnat  all  trainees  for  CPT  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  enlist  in  the  Reserve  of 
one  of  the  Armed  Air  Forces,  that 
is,  in  the  Navy  V-5,  or  the  ^Army 
Air  Corps  Reserve. 

Under  present  plans,  each  in¬ 
stitution  giving  the  CPT  course — 
as  the  Northwest  Missouri  State 
Teachers  College,  for  example- 
will  be  required  to  furnish  its  own 
trainees,  that  is,  be  responsible  for 
the  recruiting.  To  that  end,  Mr.  J. 
Norvel  Sayler  of  the  mathematics 
department  is  asking  that  all  men 
students  who  wish  to  be  considered 
applicants  for  summer  Civilian  Pilot 
Training  courses,  either  primary  or 
secondary,  see  him  and  give  him 
their  names  immediately. 

Both  full-time  and  extra-curric¬ 
ular  trainees  will  receive  their 
giound  school  instruction  through 
the  College.  For  next  year  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  about  35  per  cent  of 
(lie  elementary  and  24  per  cent  of 
the  secondary  quota  for  this  Col¬ 
lege  will  be  extra-curricular,  that 
is,  three  classes  a  year,  be  conduct¬ 
ed  along  the  same  lines  as  the 
Civilian  Pilot  Training  Programs 
in  the  past. 

Present  indications  are  that  full- 
time  trainees  will  be  expected,  upon 
completion  of  the  CPT  courses  to 
go  direct  to  the  air  forces;  some 
perhaps  upon  completion  of  the 
Elementary:  some  upon  completion 
of  the  Secondary;  others  upon 
completion  of  the  Cross-Country; 
and  still  others  upon  completion  of 
the  Instructor  Course. 


Betty  Bower  of  Cowgill  has  been 
named  editor  of  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  for  next  year.  She  was 
chosen  by  the  Student  Senate  and 
approved  by  the  administration  of 
the  College. 

Miss  Bower  began  work  on  the 
staff  of  the  College  paper  upon  her 
entering  college  two  years  ago  and 
has  continued  to  serve  on  it  up  to 
the  present  time.  During  the  first 
year  she  worked  especially  with  the 
mailing  lists,  typing,  and  general 
reporting.  Early  this  year  she  was 
named  associate  editor,  working  es¬ 
pecially  with  the  social  page.  When 
Ted  Woodward  went  into  sendee 
in  the  United  States  Army,  Miss 
Bower,  In  addition  to  her  duties  as 
associate  editor,  took  over  the  de¬ 
partment  of  sports,  .  which  Mr, 
Woodward  had  been  handling. 

The  new  editor,  therefore,  has 
had  experience  with  almost  every 
phase  of  putting  out  the  College 
newspaper.  The  early  selection  of  a 
qualified  editor  makes  the  outlook 
for  the  Northwest  Missourian  bright 
for  next  fall,  when  it  will  again 
resume  publication.  The  Student 
Senate  is  to  be  congratulated  upon 
its  choice  of  editor  for  the  coming 
year.

Chancellor  Deane  Waldo  Malott 
of  the  University  of  Kansas  will 
give  the  address  at  the  thirty- 
sixth  annual  Commencement  of  the 
Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College,  In  the  College  Auditorium, 
at  10:00  o’clock,  Tuesday  morning, 
May  24.

Frank  Baker  Will  Join 
Army  Air  Corps  in  June 


Miss  Olive  S.  DeLuce,  chairman 
of  the  Art  department  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  will  exhibit  some  of  her  orig¬ 
inal  paintings  next  week  beginning 
Sunday,  May  24.  The  paintings 
will  be  on  display  in  Recreation 
Hall  at  10:00  o’clock  preceding 
Baccalaureate  Services  and  again 
from  12:00  until  1:00  o’clock,  and 
throughout  the  week  of  Maj  31 

This  exhibit  includes  twenty-live 
paintings  which  have  never  been 
shown  before.  They  are  divided  into 
three  groups. 

The  first  group  Is  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains  done  in  Estes  Park,  in¬ 
cluding  studies  of  Long’s  Peak  and 
Fall  River  Range.  The  second  group 
was  done  in  the  Missouri  Ozarks, 
and  the  third  along  the  coast  of 
Maine, 

Miss  DeLuce  is  particularly  in¬ 
terested  in  painting  water.  She  has 
some  very  interesting  contrasts  in 
studies  of  the  surf  off  the  coast  of 
Maine  and  in  her  treatment  of  the 
Lake  of  the  Ozarks  in  the  chang¬ 
ing  seasons. 

Included  also  in  the  exhibit  are 
two  quick  studies  of  old  houses. 
One  is  of  a  classical  Greek  tradi¬ 
tion  done  in  Peterboro,  New  York, 
and  the  other  is  a  colonial  house 
two  hundred  years  old  located  in 
Durham,  New  Hampshire. 


Clothed  in  a  green  and  white  cover 
and  proudly  bearing  the  theme  of 
the  “Bearcat,”  the  long-heralded 
“1942  Tower"  was  distributed  Mon¬ 
day  to  an  eager  student  body.  This 
year's  “Tower”  follows  a  modernis¬ 
tic  design  and  features  group  pic¬ 
tures  of  campus  life  and  activities 
rather  than  individuals. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  several 
years  the  art  work  in  the  “Tower” 
has  been  done  by  students  of  the 
college  instead  of  by  outside  artists. 
The  frontis  piece,  which  features 
the  Bearcat  entering  the  “1942 
Tower,”  was  done  by  Lloyd  Hutch¬ 
inson. 

The  next  art  work  is  the  two- 
page  title  pages  which  were  done  by 
Helen  Boyersmlth.  Following  this 
double  page  art  work  comes  the 
Dedication  to  the  President  of  the 
College,  Uel  W.  Lamkin.  An  original 
poem,  "Leadership,"  by  Robert 
Flowers  makes  the  dedication. 

The  Bearcat  paws  which  mark 
the  Dedication  page  and  are  found 
throughout  the  book  were  drawn 
by  Frances  Carmean.  The  next  div¬ 
ision  page  is  a  Bearcat  looking 
through  a  telescope  at  an  airplane 
view  of  the  campus.  This  page 
which  is  entitled  "The  Bearcat 
Takes  a  Quick  Look  at  Us!”  was 
drawn  by  Lloyd  Hutchison.  This 
section  of  the  book  is  a  study  of 
activities  on  the  campus  and  is  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  very  amusing  fea¬ 
ture  written  by  Peggy  Cunningham. 

The  Division  Page  introducing  the 
faculty  is  “But  First  He  Came  Here 
to  Learn!”  and  was  drawn  by  Lois 
Tripp.  The  students  are  intro¬ 
duced  by  “He  Gets  Acquainted!" 
which  was  drawn  by  Helen  Boycr- 
smith.  „ 

The  athletic  section  is  introduced 
by  “He  is  a  Brawny  Bearcat,”  and 
shows  a  bearcat  lifting  a  huge 
weight.  This  division  page  was 
drawn  by  Lloyd  Hutchinson. 

The  organizations  are  introduced 
by  a  bearcat  standing  before  a 
speaker's  stand  and  bearing  the  title 
“And  a  Joiner  Too,"  This  page  was 
drawn  by  Mary  Frances  Young,

If  tlie  passerby  hears  a  queer 
hissing,  buzzing,  rattling  noise 
bluing  from  tlie  biology  depart¬ 
ment  tills  week  he  need  not  be 
alarmed.  It  is  only  crotalus  lior- 
ridus,  of  the  rattlesnake  family, 
showing  his  annoyance  at  being 
molested.  The  snake  was  brought 
to  the  College  from  near  Atchison, 
Kansas,  by  John  Rudolph  and  lias 
been  very  busy  rattling  ever  since. 

According  to  Mr.  William  T.  Gar¬ 
rett,  chairman  of  the  Biology  de¬ 
partment,  tills  particular  snake  is 
unusually  excitable.  His  rattles 
start  vibrating  as  soon  as  anyone 
approaches  and  continue  ns  long  as 
there  is  any  disturbance  in  tlie 
room.  In  fact,  just  for  good  mea¬ 
sure,  he  keeps  on  rattling  for  ten 
minutes  or  more  after  lib  callers 
have  gone. 

These  snakes  go  to  rock  ledges 
for  hibernation  in  the  fall  and 
emerge  again  in  the  spring.  For 
tills  reason  they  may  be  found 
early  in  the  spring  near  their  places 
of  hibernation.  Later  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  they  become  distributed  else¬ 
where  about  the  country.  This 


specimen  is  about  thirty  inches 
long  and  lias  about  five  or  six  rat¬ 
tles.  A  new  rattle  is  formed  eacli 
time  the  snake  sheds  its  skin,  but 
because  of  the  rapid  vibration  tlie 
rattles  on  tlie  end  nre  lost  in  time. 

Mr.  Garrett  said  that  one  of  the 
most  amusing  sights  he  had  seen 
was  n  snake  on  display  in  Tampa, 
Florida,  which  had  had  extra  rat¬ 
tles  glued  to  the  end  of  its  tail  to 
impress  uninformed  tourists. 

Rather  queer  stories  have  grown 
up  around  rattlesnakes.  In  the 
c-arly  days,  says  Mr.  Garrett,  great 
tales  were  sent  back  to  Europe 
about  tlie  large  snakes  which  dart¬ 
ed  around  over  the  prairies  shoot¬ 
ing  poison  from  their  mouths.  An¬ 
other  superstition  is  that  the  rat¬ 
tles  plnced  in  a  violin  will  Improve 
the  tone. 

If  you  care  to  see  Crotalus  hor¬ 
ridus,  make  your  visit  soon  for  he 
may  join  tlie  ranks  of  bottled 
specimens  in  the  laboratory.  One 
oi  his  kinsmen  is  already  there, 
having  been  brought  to  the  depart¬ 
ment  by  Jesse  Singleton,  an  alum¬ 
nus  of  the  College,

VICTORY  BEGINS  AT  HOME 

“Victory  begins  id  home,”  says  a  leaflet  sent  out  from 
(he  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Agriculture  and  the  Consumer  division  of  the  Office  of 
Price  Administration.  Then  follows  a  discussion  of  “Sugar 
in  Wartime.” 

This  leaflet  answers  so  many  of  the  questions  that  are 
being  asked  almul  sugar  rationing  that  ij  has  been  deemed 
wise  to  quote  at  length  from  it.  Printed  in  varying  kinds  of 
type,  it  is  readable;  and  its  argument  is  telling.  Quotations 
follow: 

Sugar  Has  Become  a  Weapon  of  War.  It’s  like  this; 

Sugarcane  is  needed  to  make  molasses.  Molasses  is 
used  in  making  industrial  alcohol.  Industrial  alcohol  is 
needed  to  make*  explosives.  EXPLOSIVES  ARE  NEEDED 
TO  BLAJST  THE  AXIS. 

Why  Do  We  Have  to  Ration  Sugar? 

Sugar  supplies  from  the  Philippines  are  cut  off.  Ha¬ 
waiian  supplies  are  uncertain  because  of  the  war  in  the  Pa¬ 
cific.  Less  sugar  is  coining  from  other  countries  because 
ships  are  needed  to  carry  more  strategic  war  materials. 
Sugar  is  being  shipped  to  our  Allies  under  the  lend-lease 
plan.  .  .  SrCAK  IS  NEEDED  TO  MAKE  EXPLOSIVES. 

How  Much  Sugar  Will  You  Get? 

Each  member  of  your  family  can  get  a  fixed  amount  of 
sugar  each  ration  period.  This  amount  may  have  to  vary 
from  week  to  week  or  month  to  month  but  it  will  he  from 
one  half  to  one  pound  per  person  per  week.  .  . 

How  Much  Sugar  Do  You  Need? 

NONE!  Sugar  is  prized  mostly  for  its  sweet  flavor. 
Food  experts  say  you  really  don’t  need  any  sugar  at  all. 
Wind  you  do  need  is  the  food  energy  that  sugar  gives  you. 
And  you  can  get  that  food  energy  from  cereals,  breads,  po¬ 
tatoes,  oats,  and  from  many  other  familiar  foods.  .  . 

.But  you  aren’t  being  ;*sked  to  get  along  without  sugar. 
Remember,  each  member  of  your  family  will  ho  entitled  to 
the  same  ration.  Their  combined  ration  will  become  your 
family  sugar  pool.  And  for  most  Lundies  this  will  provide 
ahold  as  much  ns  they  generally  use.  .  , 

But  if  you’re  in  the  habit  of  using  more  sugar  than 
you’re  going  to  gel,  here  are  a  lew-tips  on:

MINNEAPOLIS,  MINN.  — (ACP) 
— The  health  service  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Minnesota  has  administered 
standard  cold  remedies  to  students 
in  nn  experiment  to  determine  their 
effectiveness.
